therefor  shall  be  binding  on  the  City  of  Philadelphia  until 
the  same  shall  have  been  authorized  by  these  Councils. 

Sect.  4.  That  no  proposal  for  the  construction  of  the  said 
sewers  shall  be  considered  by  the  said  Chief  Commissioner  of 
Highways  unless  accompanied  by  an  engagement  in  writing 
from  two  or  more  sufficient  sureties  guaranteeing  the  faithful 
execution  of  the  contract  in  case  such  proposal   be  accepted. 

Sect.  5.  That  as  the  work  of  said  sewers  shall  progress 
there  shall  be  assessed  and  charged  upon  the  properties  in 
front  of  which  the  same  shall  be  completed  the  sum  of  one 
dollar  and  fifty  cents  for  each  lineal  foot  of  the  front  of  said 
properties  in  accordance  with  the  ordinances  approved  May 
12,  1866,  and  February  16,  1869. 

Sect.  6.  That  it  shall  be  a  condition  of  such  contracts  tnat 
the  contractors  shall  accept  the  sum  so  assessed  and  charged 
under  the  foregoing  section  of  this  ordinance  in  part  payment 
of  their  contract  price  ;  and  that  they  shall  collect  the  same 
at  their  own  cost,  and  the  better  to  enable  them  so  to  do 
they  may  use  the  name  of  the  City  of  Philadelphia,  and  em- 
ploy all  legal  remedies  or  proceedings,  whether  of  lien  or 
otherwise,  to  which  the  said  City  may  be  competent. 

Sect.  7.  That  while  the  work  is  in  progress,  payments 
may  be  made  by  the  Chief  Commissioner  of  Highways  in 
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be  charged  to  loan  approved  October  14,  1872,  until  it  shall 
have  reached  the  sum  of  forty-seven  thousand  dollars ;  the 
balance  to  be  charged  to  loan  approved  July  13,  1875,  and 
out  of  such  portion  of  said  loan  as  was  appropriated  by 
ordinance  approved  November  1,  1875,  for  the  construction 
of  Snyder  avenue  main  sewer.  Said  payments  in  all  cases 
to  be  made  upon  certificates  of  the  Chief  Engineer  and  Sur- 
veyor estimating  the  amount  of  work  done,  and  to  be  made 
in  the  bonds  of  the  City  of  Philadelphia,  or  in  cash,  at  the 
discretion  of  the  Mayor. 

Provided,  That  for  all  current  estimates  no  payments  shall 
exceed  four-fifths  of  the  money  meritoriously  earned  under 
said  contract. 

Satisfactory  evidence  shall  be  furnished  by  the 
contractor  to  the  Chief  Commissioner  of  Highways  that  fall 
payment  has  been  made  for  all  labor  done  and  materials  fur- 
nished previously  to  drawing  a  warrant  for  the  final  estimate 
of  any  work  done  by  virtue  of  this  ordinance;  and  the  Chief

Item  13.  For  the  remaining  expenses  of  the  municipality, 
the  sum  of  eighteen  (18)  cents.

2.  From  the  first  moneys  received  by  the  said  City  Treas- 
urer, during  the  months  of  September,  October,  November, 
and  December  in  each  year,  he  shall  deposit  in  each  of  the 
said  months  with  the  fiscal  agent  of  the  City  of  Philadelphia, 
one-fourth  of  the  amount  needed  to  pay  the  interest  falling 
due  on  the  succeeding  first  day  of  January. 

Should  the  amount  of  money  received  in  any  of  the  months 
named  in  the  ordinance  be  insufiicient  to  pay  the  sum  of 
money  therein  specified,  then,  and  in  that  case,  the  deficiency 
shall  be  made  good  in  the  succeeding  month  or  months. 

Sect.  2.  All  moneys  remaining  in  the  Treasury  after  the 
making  of  the  deposit  as  hereinbefore  provided,  and  after  the 
payment  of  the  appropriations  to  the  several  sinking  funds, 
shall  be  promptly  applied  by  the  said  City  Treasurer  to  the 
payment  of  outstanding  and  current  warrants,  as  prescribed 
by  ordinances  of  December  12,  1868,  and  of  March  1,  1873.

To  systematize  and  arrange  a  better  mode  of  keeping  tlie  accounts  in  the 
several  Departments  of  the  City. 

Section  1.  The  Select  and  Common  Councils  of  the  City 
of  Philadelphia  do  ordain,  That  the  follov/ing  additional 
arrangement  for  better  keeping  the  accounts  of  the  City  in 
the  several  departments  thereof,  is  hereby  directed  to  be 
performed  and  complied  with  : 

In  each  department  which  shall  have  liens  to  be  entered 
for  claims  for  paving,  curbing,  piping,  removing  nuisances, 
and  all  other  matters  that  may  be  the  subject  of  a  claim 
upon  the  part  of  the  city,  the  said  cLiims  shall  be  numeri- 
cally arranged  on  the  books  of  each  department,  and  a 
schedule,  certified  by  the  chief  of  each  department,  setting 
forth  the  number,  name  of  the  party  chargeable,  the  pur- 
pose and  amount  of  each  claim,  shall  be  furnished  to  the 
City  Controller  on  the  first  Monday  in  each  month,  the  first 
return  to  be  made  on  the  first  Monda}'  in  February,  1879; 
embracing,  first,  an  account  of  each  claim,  numerically  ar- 
ranged, which  was  overdue  and  unpaid  on  the  first  day  of 
January,  1879;  and,  second,  the  amount  of  each  claim,  &c., 
entered  since,  numerically  arranged,  stating  the  name  of 
each  debtor,  purpose  and  amount  of  said  claim,  together 
with  the  credit  to  each  that  has  been  paid ;  or,  if  handed  to 
the  City  Solicitor  for  collection,  it  shall  be  so  stated,  and 
monthly  thereafter ;  and  the  amount  paid  on  each  account 
within  the  month,  or  disposed  of  in  any  way,  shall  be  so 
noted  on  the  schedule  returned  to  the  City  Controller ;  and 
a,ll  claims  which  remain  unpaid  after  the  period  prescribed 
by  law  or  ordinance  for  the  payment  of  such  claims  to  said 
departments,  two  schedules  thereof  shall  be  made  out  by 
each  department,  particularly  specifying  the  name  of  the 
party,  number,  purpose  and  amount  of  each  claim,  and  de- 
liver the  same  to  the  City  Solicitor,  the  dupHcate  thereof 
shall  be  signed  by  the  City  Solicitor,  attesting  that  he  has 
received  the  same  for  collection,  and  return  the  same  to  the 
City  Controller,  to  be  charged  to  the  City  Solicitor ;  and  on 
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the  books  of  each  department  the  dates  of  the  credits  shall 
be  plainly  stated  ;  or,  if  handed  to  the  City  Solicitor  for  col- 
lection, the  fact  shall  be  entered  on  said  books,  with  the  date 
thereof;  and  all  claims  returned  to  the  City  Solicitor  shall 
be  paid  to  and  settled  only  with  him;  and  in  each  and  every 
department  of  the  city  wherein  moneys  are  received,  receipts 
therefor,  attested  by  the  person  paying  it,  shall  be  taken. 

The  Eeceiver  of  Taxes  shall,  in  addition  to  the  returns 
now  made,  make  what  shall  hereafter  be  designated  "Desk 
Returns,"  which  shall  be  specific  returns,  made  daily  (signed 
by  the  cashier  at  whose  desk  the  same  was  received,  and  coun- 
tersigned by  the  Receiver  of  Taxes),  of  the  amount  of  taxes 
received  from  each  individual,  with  his  or  her  name,  the 
amount  paid  under  each  head,  real  estate,  personal  property 
and  personal  tax,  the  discount  allowed  for  prompt  payment, 
or  penalty  charged,  the  name  of  the  ward,  page  of  the  dupli- 
cate, and  the  amount  of  allowance  on  valuation,  if  any,  al- 
lowed to  each  separately  ;  but  no  claim  for  allowance  on 
valuation  shall  be  considered  or  admitted  by  the  City  Con- 
troller unless  accompanied  by  the  certificate  of  the  proper 
officers  entitled  to  make  the  same.  He  shall  also  make  out 
and  return  to  the  City  Controller  a  correct  and  detailed 
statement  of  all  taxes,  and  their  kind,  overdue  and  unpaid 
on  the  26th  day  of  January,  1879,  with  the  names  of  the 
parties  owing  the  same,  in  a  book  provided  for  that  purpose, 
and  note  thereon  all  credits,  with  the  date  of  payment,  the 
amount  of  costs  and  interest  received  on  each  separately ; 
and  monthly  thereafter,  on  the  first  Monday  in  each  month', 
make  specific  returns,  stating  the  name  of  "the  person,  pao-e 
of  the  register,  amount  received,  with  the  costs,  interest 
and  charges  paid  each  separately,  which  shall  be  signed  and 
affirmed  or  sworn  to  by  him,  and  shall  annually  make  a 
duplicate  copy  of  all  registered  taxes,  and  deliver  the  same 
to  the  City  Controller  on  or  before  the  first  day  of  February 
in  each  year. 

The  Commissioner  of  Markets  and  City  Property  shall 
prepare,  in  books  provided  for  that  purpose,  a  duplicate 
copy  of  the  market  rents  by  sections,  with  the  number  of 
the  section  and  each  stall  or  stand  therein,  and  the  amount 
of  the  annual  rent  thereof,  of  each  wharf  and  landing 
32 
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with  tlie  name  of  the  tenant,  and  amount  of  rental,  with  the 
terras  of  lease ;  also,  a  correct  copy  of  the  rentals  of  city 
property,  with  the  location,  name  of  each  tenant  and  terms 
of  lease,  and  deliver  the  same  to  the  City  Controller  on  or 
before  the  first  day  of  January,  1879;  and  shall  thereafter, 
on  the  first  Monday  of  each  month,  deliver  to  the  City  Con- 
troller a  certified  schedule  of  all  amounts  received  during 
the  month,  stating  the  number  of  the  section  and  stall  or 
stand  and  tenant,  the  name  of  the  wharf  or  landing  and 
lessee,  and  the  location  and  name  of  tenant  of  City  property. 


The  Board  of  Eevision  of  Taxes  shall  have  prepared 
triplicate  copies  of  the  assessment  of  taxes  in  each  ward, 
and  deliver  the  same  to  the  City  Controller  at  the  same  time 
that  the  duplicates  are  given  to  the  Receiver  of  Taxes,  and 
they  shall  also  deliver  monthly,  on  the  first  Monday  in  each 
month,  to  the  City  Controller,  a  certified  schedule  of  the 
allowances  made  to  each  person,  separately  stated,  with  his 
or  her  name,  location  of  property,  and  page  of  the.  duplicate  ; 
also,  a  correct  account  of  all  the  divisions  of  properties  made 
during  each  month. 

The  Survey  Department  shall  return  to  the  City  Controller, 
on  the  first  Monday  in  each  month,  a  certified  schedule  of 
the  assessments  for  water  pipe,  in  numerical  order,  with  the 
names  of  the  persons  chargeable  with  the  same,  and  the 
amounts  thereof;  said  schedule  or  a  duplicate  thereof  shall 
be  attested  with  the  signature  of  the  Registrar  of  the  Water 
Department  that  he  has  received  the  same  for  collection. 

The  Water  Department  shall  have  prepared  a  duplicate  of 
the  water  assessments  by  wards,  and  deliver  the  same  to  the 
City  Controller  at  least  one  day  prior  to  the  commencement 
of  the  period  for  collecting  the  water  tax;  shall  make  daily 
returns  of  the  amounts  collected,  giving  in  detail  the  name 
of  the  ward  and  person,  the  page  and  line  of  the  duplicate, 
and  the  amount,  duly  certified,  and  shall  also  return  a  correct 
schedule  of  the  amounts  received  for  pipe  or  other  claims, 
numerically  arranged,  according  to  the  numbers  of  the  claims 
for  the  same  furnished  by  the  Survey  Department. 
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The  Highway  Department  shall  furnish  to  the  City  Con- 
troller a  correct  copy  of  the  names  of  persons  chargeable 
with  sewer  rents,  licenses,  or  other  claims,  with  the  amounts 
in  a  book  provided  for  that  purpose;  and  shall  certify 
monthly,  on  the  first  Monday  in  each  month,  the  permits, 
licenses,  &c.,  granted,  and  amount  received  during  the  month, 
with  the  name  of  each  person;  also,  a  certified  schedule, 
monthly,  of  all  other  receipts,  the  sources  from  whence  de- 
rived, with  the  name  of  each  person,  the  purpose,  and  the 
amount  separately  stated.  And  shall  also  keep  a  correct 
account  of  the  names  of  contractors  and  of  the  streets  paved 
or  repaired,  with  the  date,  together  with  the  period  of  time 
they  liave  contracted  to  keep  the  said  streets  in  order,  and 
furnish  monthly  a  schedule  of  the  same  to  the  City  Controller ; 
and  shall  also  furnish  a  copy  of  the  pay-rolls  from  each  super- 
visor, with  the  amount  paid  for  labor,  carting  and  hauling 
by  each  of  them,  and  the  rates  per  day.  And  no  bill  for 
repairs  of  said  streets,  within  the  period  contracted  to  be 
kept  in  order,  shall  be  approved  by  either  the  Chief  Com- 
missioner of  Highways  or  allowed  by  the  City  Controller. 

The  Solicitor  of  the  City  shall  keep  in  his  department  a 
general  lien  docket  for  all  the  departments,  in  which  shall 
be  entered,  in  numerical  order  as  returned  by  the  several 
departments,  all  claims  of  whatsoever  nature  which  may 
be  due  to  the  City  of  Philadelphia;  preserving,  however, 
the  individual  numbers  as  received  from  the  several  de- 
partments. Hej  shall  also  furnish  to  the  City  Controller, 
on  the  first  day  of  February,  1879,  a  correct  schedule 
of  all  claims,  numerically,  that  are  due  and  unpaid  on  the 
first  day  of  January,  1879,  with  the  name  of  the  depart- 
ment from  which  the  same  was  i^eceived,  the  name  of  the 
debtor,  the  purpose  and  amount.  And  he  shall  also  make 
returns  weekly,  under  oath  or  affirmation,  to  the  City  Con- 
troller of  the  amounts  collected,  crediting  each  department, 
in  the  numerical  order  as  returned,  with  the  amount  re- 
ceived on  each  claim,  together  with  the  amount  of  interest 
and  costs  received  on  each,  separately  stated,  and  the  date, 
page,  term,  and  number  of  the  court  docket  on  which  satis- 
faction was  entered.  He  shall  also  make  return  to  the  City 
Controller,  on  the  first  Monday  in  each  month,  of  all  manda- 
musses  directed  to  be  paid  or  of  road  damages  or  other 
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claims  allowed,  with  the  name  of  the  plaintiff,  the  amount 
and  purpose  on  which  the  judgment  was  obtained;  also, 
specific  returns  of  the  amounts  collected  for  any  depart- 
ment or  purpose  not  herein  provided  for ;  and  certify  to  the 
City  Controller  the  schedules  of  all  claims  and  securities 
placed  in  his  charge.  He  shall  also  make  a  return  of  all 
bills  presented  by  the  Sheriff,  Coroner,  District  Attorney, 
and  Clerk  of  the  Sessions  for  fees  or  other  charges,  with  an 
oath  or  affirmation  that  he  has  examined  the  records  of  the 
several  ofiices,  and  found,  by  comparison,  that  the  claims 
presented  by  those  officers  are  correct. 

The  Fiscal  Agent  of  the  City  shall  furnish  to  the  City 
Controller  a  duplicate  of  the  interest  book,  upon  which  pay- 
ments of  interest  are  made,  at  least  one  day  prior  to  the  time 
of  payment  of  said  interest.  And  he  shall  return,  at  least 
weekly,  a  statement  in  detail  of  the  amount  paid  to  each 
person.  The  City  Treasurer  shall  make  returns,  at  least 
monthly,  of  all  amounts  paid  to  the  State  of  Pennsylvania, 
stating  in  detail  the  amount  paid  for  each  subject  of  claim 
by  the  State,  or  to  any  other  claimant,  in  pursuance  of  any 
law  of  the  State.  He  shall  also  obtain  from  the  proper 
officers  of  the  State  the  nature  and  amount  of  any  claim 
made  in  her  behalf,  and  take  the  necessary  steps,  by  appeal 
or  otherwise,  to  modify,  reduce,  or  prevent  the  imposition  of 
any  tax  which  the  City  is  not  liable  for. 

In  the  Department  of  the  City  Controller  shall  be  kept  the 
duphcate  and  triplicate  copies  of  the  accounts  as  furnished 
by  the  several  departments  or  officers  hereinbefore  men- 
tioned, on  which  shall  be  entered  the  charges  and  credits 
as  returned  by  the  said  departments,  each  separately.  And 
in  the  accounts  of  the  City  Controller's  Department,  the 
ohief  of  each  department  shall  be  charged  with  the  amounts 
placed  in  his  charge  for  collection,  and  all  fees  and  claims 
for  work  and  labor  done,  or  materials  furnished  by  said  de- 
partment, and  credited  with  the  amounts  paid  and  returned 
to  the  City  Treasurer,  and  the  amount  handed  to  the  City 
Solicitor  for  collection.  But  no  allowance  shall  be  admitted 
by  the  City  Controller  for  claims  which,  from  neglect  to  be 
filed  in  proper  time,  or  prosecuted  in  the  time  prescribed  by 
law,  are'^lost  to  the  City.     Each  chief  of  a  department,  how- 
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ever,  being  lield  responsible  only  for  the  loss  through  his  own 
neglect,  or  the  neglect  of  his  agents,  by  the  City  so  sustained. 
Nor  shall  the  chief  or  agent  in  any  department,  or  his  sure- 
ties, be  released  until  his  accounts  have  been  properly  audited 
by  the  City  Controller. 

Sect.  2.  That  all  ordinances  or  parts  of  ordinances  incon- 
sistent herewith  be,  and  the  same  are,  hereby  repealed.

AN  ORDINANCE 


To  autliorize  the  extension  of  the  Honey  Run,  Forty-eighth  street,  Lom- 
bard street,  Moore  street,  Thirteenth  street,  Pennsylvania  avenue,  and 
Mill  Creek  sewers. 

Section  1.  The  Select  and  Common  Councils  of  the  City 
of  Philadelphia  do  ordain,  That  the  Chief  Commissioner  of 
Highways  is  hereby  authorized  and  directed  to  enter  into 
contract,  with  competent  mechanics,  for  the  extension  of  the 
Honey  Kun  main  sewer,  the  Forty-eighth  street  main  sewer, 
the  Lombard  street  main  sewer,  the  Moore  street  main  sewer, 
the  Thirteenth  street  main  sewer,  the  Mill  Creek  main  sewer, 
and  the  Pennsylvania  avenue  main  sewer,  from  the  present 
termini  of  said  main  sewers. 

Sect.  2.  That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Chief  Engineer 
and  Surveyor  to  prepare  plans  and  specifications  for  said 
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sewers,  and  that  the  contracts  entered  into  for  the  extension 
thereof  shall  be  in  accordance  with  such  plans  and  specifica- 
tions. 

Sect.  3.  That  before  entering  into  said  contracts,  the  Chief 
Commissioner  of  Highways  shall  cause  advertisements  to  be 
made  for  sealed  proposals  for  the  extension  of  the  said  main 
sewers  at  a  specific  sum  per  lineal  foot;  that  the  total  cost 
of  said  sewers  shall  not  exceed  the  estimates  of  the  Chief 
Engineer  and  Surveyor  for  the  work  to  be  done,  and  that 
the  contract  therefor  shall  be  awarded  by  him  to  the  lowest 
and  best  bidder,  who  shall  agree  to  keep  the  said  sewers  and 
the  streets  and  avenues  through  which  the  said  extensions 
shall  be  made,  in  repair  for  three  years  after  its  completion  ; 
and  no  contract  therefor  shall  be  binding  on  the  City  of 
Philadelphia  until  the  same  shall  have  been  authorized  by 
these  Councils. 

Sect.  4.  That  no  proposal  for  the  extension  of  the  said 
sewers  shall  be  considered  by  the  said  Chief  Commissioner 
of  Highways,  unless  accompanied  by  an  engagement  in  writ- 
ing from  two  or  more  sufiicieut  sureties,  guaranteeing  the 
faithful  execution  of  the  contract'  in  case  such  proposal  be 
accepted. 

Sect.  5.  That  as  the  work  of  the  said  sewers  shall  pro- 
gress, there  shall  be  assessed  and  charged  upon  the  properties 
in  front  of  which  the  same  shall  be  completed,  the  sum  of 
one  dollar  and  fifty  cents  for  each  lineal  foot  of  the  front  of 
the  said  properties. 

Sect.  6.  That  it  shall  be  a  condition  of  such  contracts 
that  the  contractors  shall  accept  the  suras  so  assessed  and 
charged  under  the  foregoing  section  of  this  ordinance,  in 
part  payment  of  their  contract  price,  and  that  they  shall 
collect  the  same  at  their  own  cost ;  and  the  better  to  enable 
them  so  to  do,  they  may  use  the  name  of  the  City  of  Phila- 
delphia, and  employ  all  legal  remedies  or  proceedings,  whether 
of  lien  or  otherwise,  to  which  the  said  City  may  be  compe- 
tent. 

Sect.  7.  That  portion  of  the  cost  of  said  sewers  which 
shall  arise  from  the  construction  of  inlets  and  inlet  connec- 
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tions  on  the  lines  thereof,  and  which  shall  not  be  defrayed 
by  the  sums  assessed  upon  the  properties  situated  thereon, 
as  heretofore  provided,  shall  be  charged  to  Item  21  "  for 
constructing  new  inlets,"  of  the  annual  appropriation  to  the 
Department  of  Highways,  for  the  year  1879, 

Sect.  8.  That  payments  may  be  made  while  the  work  of 
extending  the  sewers  is  in  progress,  by  the  Chief  Commis- 
sioner of  Highways,  in  warrants  upon  the  City  Treasurer, 
charged  to  loans  for  said  purposes,  approved  October  14th, 
1872,  and  July  13,  1875  ;  said  payments  in  all  cases  to  be 
made  upon  a  certificate  of  the  Chief  Engineer  and  Surveyor, 
estimating  the  amount  of  work  done  :  Provided,  That  for  all 
current  estimates  no  payments  shall  exceed  four-fifths  of  the 
money  meritoriously  earned  under  said  contracts,  after  de- 
ducting the  ratable  p")roportion  of  the  assessments  referred  to 
in  Section  5  of  this  ordinance  ;  said  payments  to  be  made  in 
the  bonds  of  the  City  of  Philadelphia  or  in  cash,  at  the  dis- 
cretion of  the  Mayor. 

Sect.  9.  Satisfactory  evidence  shall  be  furnished  by  the 
contractors  to  the  Chief  Commissioner  of  Highways  that 
full  payment  has  been  made  for  all  labor  done  and  materials 
furnished,  previously  to  drawing  warrants  for  the  final  esti- 
mate of  any  work  done  by  virtue  of  this  ordinance;  and  the 
Chief  Commissioner  of  Highways  shall  require  full  and  entire 
payment  by  the  contractors  of  all  labor  and  materials  on 
account  of  such  work ;  and  the  said  Commissioner  shall  give 
one  month's  notice  in  tvvo  daily  papers  of  the  time  at  which 
final  payment  will  be  made  on  each  and  every  final  estimate.

And  further  provided,  That  all  bids  and  proposals  received 
in  answer  to  the  advertisements  required  in  the  foregoing 
proviso,  shall  be  opened,  and  the  contract  awarded,  in  the 
presence  of  the  Board  of  Guardians  of  the  Poor  and  the 
proper  Committee  of  Councils,  as  prescribed  in  an  ordinance 
entitled  ''An  Ordinance  requiring  all  bids  and  proposals  to 
the  departments  of  the  City  to  be  opened  in  the  presence  of 
the  Committee  having  supervision  over  them,"  approved  July 
5,  1877;  And  further  provided,  That  the  City  Controller 
shall  countersign  no  warrant  upon  the  City  Treasurer  unless 
he  shall  have  been  furnished  with  the  copy  of  the  schedule  of 
bids,  the  copy  of  the  advertisement,  and  the  statement  of 
the  award  of  the  contract,  endorsed  by  the  proper  Committee, 
as  required  by  the  ordinance  entitled  "An  Ordinance  touch- 
ing the  awarding  of  contracts,  and  the  countersigning  of 
warrants,"  approved  April  25,  1877.  And  provided  also, 
That  whenever  it  can  be  reasonably  expected  that  the  total  cost 
of  the  article  or  work  required  will  not  exceed  one  hundred 
dollars,  then,  and  in  that  case,  proposals  in  writing  may  be 
asked  ibr  the  articles  or  work  to  be  furnished  from  not  less 
than  three  reliable  parties  actually  engaged  in  their  manu- 
facture or  sale,  and  that  the  proposals  received  shall  be  opened 
in  the  presence  of  the  proper  Committee,  and  that  a  schedule 
of  the  bids  received,  with  a  copy  of  the  request  for  the  same, 
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shall  be  certified  to  the  City  Controller,  as  is  above  required. 
And  warrants  shall  be  drawn  by  the  Board  of  Guardians  of 
the  Poor,  in  accordance  with  existing  ordinances.  All  ordi- 
nances or  parts  of  ordinances  inconsistent  herewith  be,  and 
the  same  are,  hereby  repealed.

shall  fall,  leak,  or  spill  therefrom,  or  be  exposed  to  public 
view,  under  a  penalty  of  five  dollars  for  each  and  every 
offence;  said  penalty  to  be  recovered  in  like  manner  as  debts 
are  now  by  law  recoverable,  before  any  Alderman  or  Magis- 
trate of  the  City  of  Philadelphia. 

Sect.  2.  No  person  or  persons  shall  collect  or  remove 
ashes,  or  convey  the  same  through  any  of  the  streets,  lanes, 
courts,  or  alleys  of  the  built-up  portions  of  the  City  of  Phila- 
delphia, except  the  same  be  removed  in  covered  carts,  wagons, 
or  other  vehicles,  under  a  penalty  of  five  dollars  for  each  and 
every  offence,  said  penalty  to  be  recovered  in  like  manner  as 
debts  are  now  by  law  recoverable  before  any  alderman 
or  magistrate  of  the  City  of  Philadelphia.  Provided,  That 
this  section  shall  not  apply  to  citizens  who  shall  remove  their 
own  ashes.

Maloney  Company  Patent,  including  the  supply  of  materials 
necessary,  as  ibllows  :  For  furnishing  naphtha  to  and  lighting 
all  and  every  night,  extinguishing,  cleansing,  and  repairing, 
at  a  price  not  exceeding  twenty-one  dollars  per  annum  for 
each  lamp,  and  at  the  same  rates  for  any  lamps  that  are 
now  erected ;  and  for  the  erection  of  lamps  of  the  said  patent 
at  a  price  not  exceeding  ten  dollars  for  each  lamp.  Bills  for 
the  amount  due  under  said  contract  shall  be  presented  and 
45 
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paid  monthly  as  herein  provided.  The  contract  herein  pro- 
vided for  to  continue  from  year  to  year,  unless  Councils 
otherwise  direct  by  ordinance.

To  abolish  the  annual  rent  for  the  use  of  common  sewers  in  the  City  of 

Philadelphia. 

Section  1.  The  Select  and.  Common  Councils  of  the  City 
of  Philadelphia  do  ordain,  That  so  much  of  the  ordinance  of 
January  4,  1868,  entitled  ''An  Ordinance  supplementary  to 
an  ordinance  entitled  'An  ordinance  for  the  granting  of  per- 
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mits  to  make  openings  into  the  common  sewers'  approved  May 
3d,  1855,"  as  provides  for  an  annual  rental  to  be  charged  for 
the  use  of  said  sewers,  be,  and  the  same  is,  hereby  repealed. 

Sect.  2.  All  ordinances  or  parts  of  ordinances  which  may 
conflict  with  the  provisions  of  this  ordinance  be,  and  the 
same  are,  hereby  repealed.
